Continuation of 3. NOTE: First, in claim 1 , the third slot comprising a compound slot formed by the intersection of two arcuate slots 
whose centers are located above the compound slot and whose point of intersection forms the highest point of the compound slot is a new 
issue that was not previously presented in the claims and would require further consideration and/or search before a determination of 
patentability is made. Second, Applicant has also added this language to claim 10, however, in the wrong place it seems. This new 
language better defines the third slot, where the third slot is part of the means for attaching a holster. In claim 10, this language has been 
added to define one of the two belt slots, while neither of the belt slots have such a shape. Examiner believes that in order for claim 1 0 to 
make sense with the new language added, one of claims 12 and 13 needs to be added to claim 10, and the new language needs to be 
inserted within the language of claims 1 2 or 1 3. Finally, the new language raises clarity issues under 35 U.S.C 1 1 2, 2nd paragraph. It is 
unclear how the two arcuate slots can make up the compound slot and also have centers located above the compound slot. If they are 
part of the slot, they cannot have centers above the slot. 
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
